COLORADO SOCIETY. 


A correspondent of tho St. Louis 


Olobo writes: 


Our butcher is a graduate of Yale : 


one of the gentlemen working in tho 
printing office is a graduate of (Jam- 
bridge and a winner of tho Bishop's 
medal for proficiency in tho classics ; a 
ranchman near hero is tho son of a 
general in the British army, and u 
near relative of George Stevenson, of 
railroad feme. Four other ranohnion 
are tha four sons of a former Governor 
of Bengal, who is still very wealthy. 
Two are tho sons of mi ormuont Lon- 
don banker. A graduate of ouo of tho 
iinivesitios manages a dairy, and at- 
tends to mobt of tho milking personally. 
I said to an English lady of culture 
and refinement, n friend of theirs: 
"Why 
is it thai, those young mon 


choose to leave thoir homes of luxury 
to live in thisjiard, rough way '!" "It 
is to escape that life that they uomo 
here. They are tired of it, there ueoiug 
to bo so little manhood in it." Within 
their loots are constant hints of the 
comforts and luxuries with wliich they 
have heretofore boon surrounded. El- 
egant dressing-cases, Valuable w4ehos 
and jewelry, the finest linen bedding iu 
quantities, damasks of exquisite quality, 
while scarcely a week passes that pres- 
ents from friends testify, uot> only to 
their romembcranco but to their wealth 
and liberality. Jot thcuo mon Ho down 
with tho stars for thoir canopy, the 
earth for thoir bod, tho mountain wind 
for thoir song, with only u blanket about 
them. I asked if they really worked 
hard, or, if it was tho romance of 
"roughing it." "They sought work," 
said my informant, "they work like gal- 
ley slaves," 


How THE RHODE ISMNU MILUON- 
iiEa WERE MADE.—A correspondent 


of tho Providence Press gives some in- 
teresting information about factory lifp 
in Rhode Island forty years ago. Dur- 
ing summer tho operatives wore work- 
ed fourteen hours a day, beginning at 
4:30 in tho morning and working until 
7.30 
to 7:45 in tha evening, with half 


an hour for breakfast and three-quar- 
ters of an hour for dinner. In winter 
the hour for closing at night was 7:30, 
except on Saturday, when they quit 
work at dark. This was continued for 
years, until a young girl employed in 
one of the factories died after a brief 
illness. Physicians decided that tho 
cause of her death was overwork. Tho 
mill owners then held a meeting, and 
resolved to shorten the time of labor to 
twelve and three-quarters hours in 
sum- 


mer. Overseers received about $8 per 
week. They wore cruel task-masters, 
and beat and abused tho operatives 
most brutally. Ono boy was lifted 
from the floor by the hair of his head 
by an ovorsuer, and hold until the hair 
came out by tho roots. In u manufac- 
turing village, near Providence, a ropo 
was tied around tho waste of a young 
girl, and she was hung from tho 
win- 


dow over a stream of water about .'50 
foot below. She died from fright. Tho 
situation of tho factory operative has 
been much ameliorated within tho past 
forty years, but there is room for im-
